ON  MASSEY  COLLEGE 


As  the  building  of  Massey  College  draws 
near  completion  we  hear  a good  deal  of 
curiosity  expressed  about  its  progress  in 
organization.  We  have  put  some  questions 
to  the  Master,  Dr.  Robertson  Davies,  which 
we  reprint  here,  with  his  answers. 

Q.:  Have  you  had  any  applications  so  far 
for  Junior  Fellowships? 

A.:  A few,  but  I hope  they  will  increase 
very  greatly  during  the  next  few  weeks. 
We  have  had  enquiries  from  several 
scientists,  but  not  many  from  men  in 
Arts. 

Q. : What  do  you  think  accounts  for  the  slow 
response? 

A.:  Modesty,  and  a certain  amount  of  mis- 
understanding. The  notion  has  grown  up 
that  Massey  College  is  for  the  cream  of 
the  Graduate  School,  and  no  decent  man 
likes  to  nominate  himself  as  creamy.  We 
could  not  begin  to  accommodate  all  the 
good  men  in  the  Graduate  School,  and  we 
certainly  have  no  intention  of  setting 
ourselves  up  as  an  elite  group.  We  are 
just  looking  for  applications  from  serious 
young  men. 

Q.:  Certainly  the  idea  is  widespread  that 
the  College  is  going  to  be  rather  select 
and  elegant.  Any  comment? 

A.:  It  is  going  to  be  comfortable,  well- 
furnished  and  I hope  well-managed,  but 
certainly  no  more  so  than  graduate  col- 
leges elsewhere. 

().:  Yes,  but  isn’t  there  a good  deal  of  stress 
on  fine  furniture,  silver  and  so  forth? 

A.:  There  is  stress  on  quality,  for  the  best 
of  reasons.  Get  good  things  in  the  begin- 
ning, and  they  last  a long  time.  But  we 
are  not  setting  up  a country  club,  I 
assure  you. 

Q. : Well,  what  are  you  offering? 


A.:  The  best  facilities  we  can  devise  for 
first-rate  graduate  work.  Our  library,  for 
instance;  it  is  especially  organized  for 
graduate  students,  to  offer  them  whatever 
they  need.  One  of  the  best  librarians  in 
Canada,  Douglas  Lochhead,  will  be  there 
to  give  the  Junior  Fellows  individual  help 
in  securing  what  is  necessary  for  their 
work.  Every  man,  whether  a resident  or 
a non-resident  Junior  Fellow,  will  have 
working  conditions  that  cannot  be  bet- 
tered—perhaps  I may  say  equalled— any- 
where in  the  University. 

Q.:  The  stress  is  on  work,  then? 

A.:  Certainly.  Work,  and  whatever  leads  to- 
ward good  work— by  which  I mean  good 
food,  decent  comfort,  and  a stimulating 
life  in  pleasant  surroundings. 

Q. : A college  life? 

A.:  A college  life  suitable  for  graduate 
students.  I assure  you,  the  emphasis  is  on 
people,  not  on  things.  We  shall  try  to 
provide  intellectual  refreshment— a place 
that  will  be  friendly  toward  good  ideas, 
good  talk  and  good  work. 

Q.:  What  are  your  Senior  Fellows  going  to 
do? 

A.:  They  will  be  in  the  College  frequently 
to  talk  to  any  Junior  Fellows  who  may 
want  to  talk  to  them,  and  give  advice  if 
they  are  asked  for  it.  We  want  to  bridge 
the  gulf  between  graduate  students  and 
some  of  the  faculty  members  whom  they 
would  not  ordinarily  meet.  There  will  be 
a few  senior  men  living  in  the  College 
who  are  not  Senior  Fellows,  and  the 
younger  men  will  meet  them,  too. 

Q.  : Who  will  be  Junior  Fellows? 

A.:  We  have  room  for  seventy,  living  in 
College,  and  another  twenty-five  married 
men  whom  we  can  provide  with  very 


good  working  facilities,  and  a home  on 
the  campus;  the  married  men  will  not  be 
able  to  sleep  in  College,  but  they  can 
work  there,  eat  there,  and  meet  people 
there. 

Q.:  What  about  the  wives  of  these  married 
men? 

A.:  My  wife  and  I hope  to  see  them  often 
at  our  house,  so  that  they  can  meet  other 
wives— and  other  men,  for  that  matter. 
The  wife  of  a graduate  student  some- 
times has  a rather  lonely  time,  and  we 
hope  to  do  something  about  that. 

Q.:  And  the  Junior  Fellows? 

A.:  We  should  like  to  have  science  men  and 
arts  men  in  roughly  equal  numbers,  if 
possible. 

Q.  : Yes,  but  what  about  women? 

A.:  These  are  graduate  students— adults— 
and  presumably  not  indifferent  to  women. 
The  college  will  be  a place  of  serious 
work,  but  not  a monastery.  There  will  be 
times  when  women  as  guests  of  Junior 
Fellows,  or  as  guests  of  the  College,  will 
be  very  welcome.  My  wife  and  I are  very 
fond  of  young  women,  and  there  will  be 
lots  of  them  in  our  house;  naturally  we 
shall  invite  Junior  Fellows  to  meet  them. 
We  have  no  intention  of  defying  the  laws 
either  of  Nature  or  Civilization. 


Q.  : You  live  in  the  College,  then? 

A.:  In  a house  on  the  south-east  corner. 
We  hope  to  see  a good  deal  of  all  the 
men  in  the  College.  Unless  they  don’t  like 
us,  of  course.  We  hope  to  be  friendly  but 
not  patriarchal. 

£).:  Will  the  men  be  able  to  live  in  College 
all  the  year  round? 

A. : Yes,  if  they  wish  it. 

Q.:  And  the  fees? 

A.:  We  have  put  them  as  low  as  we  can. 
Contrary  to  a belief  I have  heard  here 
and  there,  we  have  not  vast  sums  of 
money.  But  what  each  man  pays  is 
roughly  one-third  of  what  it  costs  to 
maintain  him.  A Junior  Fellowship  is  the 
best  bargain  I know  at  Toronto  Univer- 
sity. 

Q.:  Is  there  anything  that  can  be  done  to 
help  Massey  College? 

A.:  Indeed  there  is!  If  faculty  members  who 
have  promising  young  men  who  are  head- 
ing toward  graduate  work  in  the  autumn 
would  suggest  to  them  that  they  investi- 
gate Massey  College— I shall  be  glad  to 
answer  all  their  questions— it  would  help 
us  greatly.  We  need  help,  you  know.  Set- 
ting a new  college  going  is  no  trifle.  We 
need  friendship,  and  we  want  to  show 
friendliness. 


New  Radio  Series  on  China 


Members  of  the  Department  of  East  Asi- 
atic Studies,  The  Royal  Ontario  Museum  and 
York  University  are  co-operating  in  a weekly 
radio  series  on  China.  “The  Chinese 
Puzzle”  is  the  title  of  the  ten-part  series  on 
CJBC’s  “The  Learning  Stage”.  The  ten  one- 
hour  programs,  heard  Mondays  at  8 p.m. 
deal  with  the  historical  and  social  back- 
ground of  modern  China.  The  programs 
were  planned  and  written  by  Miss  Hsio-Yen 
Shih,  assistant  curator,  Royal  Ontario 
Museum;  Prof.  R.  J.  Coughlin,  York  Uni- 
versity; William  Saywell,  Christopher 
Priestley  and  Alfred  Ward  of  our  Depart- 
ment of  East  Asiatic  Studies. 

The  series,  introduced  by  Prof.  Tuzo  Wil- 
son, began  on  Jan.  7 with  an  evaluation  of 


Western  attitudes  towards  China  from 
Marco  Polo  to  the  present  day.  The  second 
program  of  the  series  “The  Origins  of 
Chinese  Civilization”  was  heard  on  Jan.  14; 
“Early  Political  Organization  and  Philo- 
sophy” on  Jan.  21;  and  “Traditional  Politi- 
cal and  Social  Structure”  on  Jan.  28. 

Other  themes  to  be  presented  are:  “China 
and  the  Barbarians”  (Feb.  4);  “Influx  and 
Influence  of  Alien  Cultures”  (Feb.  11); 
“China’s  Contact  with  the  West”  (Feb.  18); 
“The  Modern  Revolution”  (Feb.  25)  and 
the  “Rise  and  Growth  of  Communism” 
(Mar.  4).  The  final  program  will  be  a dis- 
cussion on  Chinese  Communism,  language 
reform,  education,  and  China’s  relationship 
with  the  rest  of  the  world.

Arts  and  Science 

Dr.  R.  D.  Drewitt  attended  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  American  Anthropological 
Association  held  in  Chicago  last  November. 

Prof.  J.  N.  Emerson  directed  the  annual 
fall  student  excavations  at  the  site  of 
Cahiague,  near  Orillia,  upon  the  weekends 
of  Oct.  13,  20  and  27,  and  addressed  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Orillia  Historical 
Society  upon  the  subject  of  "Red  Ochre 
Burial”.  The  five  longhouses  excavated  by 
the  student  “dig”  formed  the  theme  for  a 
display  series  on  housing  and  settlement 
patterns  prepared  for  the  twenty  illuminated 
cases  in  the  departmental  archaeological 
laboratory.  These  were  viewed  in  an  open 
house  Dec.  6.  Prof.  Emerson  attended  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Eastern  State  Archaeo- 
logical Federation  at  Athens,  Georgia,  and 
presented  a paper  on  “Coefficients  of  Simi- 
larity and  Archaeological  Inferences”  on 
Nov.  10. 

Dr.  T.  B.  Hinton  attended  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  American  Anthropological 
Association  held  in  Chicago  where  he  read 
a paper  “The  Village  Hierarchy  as  a Factor 
in  Cora  Indian  Acculturation”. 

In  October,  November  and  December 
Prof.  T.  F.  McIlwraith  gave  a series  of 
lectures  to  the  Canadian  School  of  Missions 
on  the  social  and  religious  implications  of 
culture  change.  In  November  attended  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Anthropo- 
logical Association  in  Chicago. 

Mr.  Bruce  Trigger,  who  graduated  in 
Honour  Anthropology  in  1959  and  was 
awarded  a Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship  and 
is  now  completing  his  Ph.D.  at  Yale  and 
was  just  awarded  one  of  the  new  Woodrow 
Wilson  Dissertation  Fellowships.
